“apartment” classification, 

The area involved faces the 
north side of Oak Grove avenue . 
between Hoover street and 
Crane street. Residents of the 
five lots involved, between an 
existing apartment house and 
Crane street, were found to be 
evenly split on such a rezoning 
last month, when the planners 
first took the matter under stu- 
dy. 

The lots are now classified to ac- 
commodate single-family residen- 
ces, only. 

Planning commission chairman 
Ira Bonde, in explaining why he 
felt the commission shoud take 

the initiative in establishing the 
rezoning at this time, stated that 
in his view, the threat post single

Increased Tax 
Base Holds 
Rate to $1.40 


Menlo Park Elementary School 
District trustees Monday night 
passed the district's $705,888 bud- 
get for the 1954-55 fiscal year, 
meaning a tax rate of about $1.40 
per $100 assessed valuation for re- 
sidents of the district. 

The tax rate figure—lower than 
last year’s $1.48—-was made possi- 


ble by a_higher-than-anticipated 
valuation for the district as a 
whole, trustees told their audi- 


ence. The present budget and tax 
rate figures are based on a total 
valuation for the area of $27,458,- 
000. 

Admiral C. Julian Wheeler, 
USN ret., raised the only objec- 
tion recorded to the budget adopt- 
ed Monday night by the board at 
Central school. 

Using the published figures to 
sneak from, Wheeler stated his 
objection to increasing the bud- 
get some $105,925 more this 
year than last year when only 

133 new students were antici- 
pated this fall. He asked the 
board the reason for such a fig- 
ure, 

Board member Ben Holland 
pointed out that from the $105,925 
must come the $70,740 to be repaid 

on a state loan. He declared that 
actual figures arrived at by the 


| board would show that the budget 


was enlarged only $43,000 more 
than last year. 
Holland gave an increase of ov- 


er $18,000 in capital outlay as part | 


of the reason for this and pointed 
out that $29,991 in undistributed 
reserve, not shown in last year’s 
budget, accounted for more of the 
increase. 

Wheeler repeated that although 
he did not have access to the it-

night’s meeting of the Menlo Park 
Elementary School District board 
of trustees, ‘ 

Miss Ina Porter, principal of En- 
cinal school, was instructed ‘te 
send out cards announcing this to 
|the parents of all prospective first 
grade pupils who will enter school 
at Encinal this September. 

According to Superintendent 
Mel Homfeld, classes are already 
being held in the rooms originally 
planned there for music, crafts 
and the library and there is no 
additional space available. He add- 
ed that there is no program for ob- 
taining new classrooms since the 
defeat of the March 9 bond issite 
which would have provided for 
this. 

Members of the board hearul. 
alo that for the next three years 
there will be a minimum of five 
additional classes of students on 
double session per year. These 
students are already living in 
the district and are approaching 
school age. 2 

The expected number of stu- 
dents, already ascertained by an 
inclusive survey, does not include 
possible new students who may 
move into the district. 

Students who will attend tha 
two new parochial schools now 
under construction in the district, 
Nativity and St. Raymond’s, have 
already been eliminated frora 
these classes. A report on these 
students was reecived at a preyi- 
ous meeting. 

NEEDS CONSIDERED hi 

Housing needs for the school 
district have been considered ona 
long-range plan and would include 
additions to Oak Knoll school, a 
school in the Stanford Village ar- 
ea, if and when title is release’ 
on that land by the federal govern- 
ment, and a shitd.

Last of Series 


Four-Quarter System, 
Discussed by State School Officials 


By PHYLLIS WALKER 
(This is the last in a series 
of articles based on a visit to 

Sacramento in June with Se- 
quoia High School District per- 

sonnel to hear state school offi- 

cials discuss high school prob- 
lems.) 

As this fifth of the series goes 
to press, we have presented the 
state school education depart- 
ment’s stand on the ideal size of 
high schools (1500 pupil), the) 
needed physical education area 
(29.75 acres), the desire for in- 
dustrial arts departments in all 
high schools and how much a high 
school under state aid should cost | 
(approximately $2,250,000). Final 
discussion of the meeting concern- 
ed the “one-quarter system” and 
“unification.” 

According to state officials, | 
there are many draw-backs to the 
four-quarter system, and to date 
where it has been tried it has fail- 
ed to solve anything, according to | 
Dr. Herbert Gwenn. In South San | 


Francisco this system was tried 
as a means of saving space, but} 
Was given up. 


To be able to establish a four- 
quarter system, one-fourth of | 
the students must go on vaca- 
tion each quarter. To this there 
are many objections, Gwenn 
said, not only from parents but 
from state school officials. It | 
would be wiser to expand facili- 
ties to allow students to attend 
school all together. 

School hours are tied into cred- 
its of the state board, it was told. 
A 40-60 minute class five days a 
week for 17 weeks is necessary | 
for five credits. 


A student must have 150 credits | 
to graduate. To really determine | 
the definition of hours for credit} 
would necessitate securing a legal} 
opinion, Gwenn went on to say. 

Two other disadvantages sur- 
rounding this system include the 
necessity to straddle the fiscal | 
year on the four-quarter basis and 
the tying up of classes which 
should be left clear for mainten-| 
ance part of the year.

Your Gity’s Business: ’ 


Budget, 
Services 
Viewed 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 

Analysis of the city budget is 
a dull subject for a newspaper 
column, but behind it is the shape 
of the city government for the 
year to come. With this apology 
I dedicate my next several col- 
umns to Menlo Park’s city budget 
for the year ending June 30, 1955. 

Last week this column noted 
that $55,000 of last year’s oper- 
ating surplus of $63,000 was 
used to balance this year’s bud- 
get and the remainder to in- 
crease working capital. 

Revenue is estimated at 

$429,000, a drop of $24,000 from 
last year, I believe that a full 
estimate would be about $460,000, 
but it would be dangerous not to 
allow some margin for possible 
shrinkage due to unforeseen eco- 
nomic conditions and other rea- 
sons, and our allowance of less 
than seven per cent seems rea- 
sonable. 

The property tax again is the 
largest single source of revenue, 
but most of the city’s income is 
from other taxes and receipts. 

According to our budget esti- 
mate 37.7 per cent of the city’s 
revenue will come from the prop- 
erty tax, 13.5 per cent from the 
gasoline tax, 21.4 per cent from 
motor vehicle license fees, .4 per 
cent from the alcohol beverage 
tax, 3.0 per cent from gas, elec- 
tric and garbage franchise fees, 
10.1 per cent from business and 
other license fees, 5.9 per cent 
from traffic and court fines and 
fees, 2.5 per cent from building 
inspection fees, 3.3 per cent from 
recreation department revenues, 
and 2.2 per cent from other 
sources. Our subventions from the 
state (gasoline tax, motor vehicle 
license fees and alcohol beverage 
taxes) total 35.3 per cent, or sub- 
stantially as much as the property 
tax. 

Budgeted expenditures are 24 
per cent over last year’s actual 
total. This is, of course, in ex- 
cess of the rise in salary and 
material costs, and represents 
an increased work program for 
the city. The details of the in- 
creased work loan will be re- 
vealed in the analysis of the 
udget to follow.

'Misty-Flowered’ Plants Can Add fo Garden 
If Properly Used by Area ‘Green Thumbers 


By TERRY LEE 


Misty-flowered plants ,or lacy 
leaved ones lend a special quality 
of contrast and gaiety to the gar- 
den. And often the delicate flow- 
ers add the finishing touches to 
the whole planting scheme. 

Foremost of these plants is gyp- 
sophila or babysbreath. It is an in- 
dispensable filler-in and lightens 
the border with airy clouds of 
bloom. The rounded plant form 
provides contrast with such verti- 
cal perennials as hollyhocks and 
delphiniums, or breaks the line of 
low growing foreground plants. 

The single or double flowers 
come with either the perennial or 
annual plants. Annual babysbreath 
blooms six weeks after seed is 
sown. The plants do well in any 
sunny, well drained soil. 

Still another foamy flowered 
perennial is thalictrum, or mea- 
dowrue. Tiny fluffy flowers 
grow in clusters on top of long 
stems, and the foliage looks like 
maidenhair fern. 


The colors range from rose to| 
white, and though it usually likes

LARGE PERENNIAL ; 

There is a very large perennial 
(6 feet) that does well under any 
conditions called boltonia. It sends 
up large heads of feathery white 
bloom. As the foliage is thin, it 

looks best with lavendar planted 
in front. 

| Two of my favorites are bleed- 
ing heart and columbine. Both ‘per- 
ennials have excellent foliage, 
luxuriant and feathery at the same 
time. 

There are few flowers so un- 
usual and delicate as the tiny 
hearts hanging on a thin branch, 
and the flowers of columbine 
look like butterflies floating 
above a mist of green. 

I have used columbine as ground 
|} cover around my cameilias. The 
light foliage is a fine contrast to 
the strong green of the camellias, 
and the flowers bloom in late 
| spring and fall and do not compete 
| With the camellias. 

Another lovely perennial that 
has plume-like flowers and finely 
cut leaves is astilbe, or lace flow- 
| er. It comes in pinks and whites 
| and likes the company of ferns and 
redwoods.
